W ork on the Free Library building, 
corner of Beacon and Seventh streets, 
tía» been resumed, and it is_expected 
will be pushed to completion in time to 
furnish a resort to the public during the 
long evenings of the coming winter.

w hat the writer knows of the merits 
of the work, and the zeal and ability of 
th e performers, the public m ay expect a 
rare treat.

New T tw ni Springing Up In Every 
Direction. 
E ditors H e r a l d —In 
these 
piping 
tim es, when the themomefcer has been 
am bling along from 98 to 106 degrees, 
oar quiet little barg has been overrun 
w ith aiurioaf homeseekers, who w ant to 


get a homestead, tim ber-cultnre or a 
fragment of railroad land, on which they 
can build up a home and dwell in peace 
under their own vine and fig tree, with­ 
out laying out enough money in the first 
plant to pay for a highly 
cultivated 
ranch in the land of cyclones, sumptuary 
laws and hypocritical politicians, that 
don’t go on this Coast. Among the new­ 
comers, who have lately secured land 
and who have combined to build up a 
new townsite and colony about midway 
between Rodgers Station and this place, 
are W . R . Norton, P. H. 
Fitzgerald, 
E. W. Fitzgerald, J . F. Heald, Miss 
Mary H oyt, Mrs. Hammond. C. 
A. 
Sprague, Lydia A. Pum phrey, Mrs. Ella 
Stimpson, J. A. Younnie, J. Colbron, E. 
C. Bichourky and IVm. H all and Wm. 
Parkin, of Los Angeles. 
These gentlemen are now busy with a 
corps of engineers surveying the bound­ 
aries of their land, laying out a town­ 
site in the center of a large body of fine 
land, in sections 7, 8, 17 and 18 in town­ 
ship 10 N, range 10 W, and sections 12 
and 13 in township 10 N, range 11 W ., S. 
B. M. This new townsite and colony is 
to be named Nortonville. This town 
takes its name from W. R. Norton, a 
prominent

company 
Messrs. H all and Parkin, who are well 
known in your city and who have prob­ 
ably surveyed and located more men on 
the cheaper lands of Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties than any other 
two m en in the State. 
Nortonville is eight miles directly west 
of Rodgers and about twelve miles south­ 
east of 
Mojave on the Santa Fe road 
and at the point where the survey of the 
new Santa Fe leaves the old Atlantic and 
Pacific road for San Francisco via the 
Tejon Pass. 
The Santa Fe Railroad Company have 
done everything in their power to co­ 
operate with and assist these gentlemen 
in their start, authorizing them to flag 
trains to get water for their men and 
animals until they get thair initial well 
down, and take up and drop men and 
material at this point until they get a 
siding, hotel and station established. 
The colony people will at once build a 
temporary hotel, sink twelve good sur­ 
face wells, and between this and the 1st 
of January next clear and plow over a 
thousand acres of land. They will also 
lay out a town site and put a portion of 
the property on the m arket as soon as 
they get it in a presentable shape. They 
expect the graders of the Santa Fe road 
at that point within the next thirty days. 
As soon as they do come, they will com­ 
mence the new road to Bakersfield and 
lay the rails as fast as the grade is 
ready. 
The Santa Fe road will cross the 
Southern Pacific road at right angles four 
and a half miles north of this place,some 
two and a half miles south of Gloster 
switch and about nine miles south of 
Mojave. 
AT ROSAMOND 
Matters have 
improved considerably 
within the last two months. 
Isaac 
Bayles, for over a year engaged in locat­ 
ing settlers on land's, in connection with 
his brother, David Bayles, has lately 
started a hotel, bar and livery stable 
here, and is now prepared to accommo­ 
date people with good beds, plenty to eat 
and drink, and sprightly team s to go out 
and look at land. 
Mr. David Bayles be­ 
ing a pioneer fam iliar with the geogra­ 
phy of the country, corners of sections 
and the choicest portions of the valley, 
has been very successful in locating a 
great many on Government and railroad 
lands. 
He is now subdividing a por­ 
tion of section seventeen, about a miie 
from Rosamond, where he will put in u 
fine garden and orchard and fit himself 
up a home for all time. 
L. H . W ashburn, of your city, is now 
completing his arrangements for the sub­ 
division of the west half of section 1G, 
just north of this town. 
H is plan con­ 
templates forty acres on the west side of 
the track in lots 25x130, which will be 
sold at $5, $10 and $15 per lot, and the 
balance he will put in five and ten acre 
lots and sell them very cheap. 
H is plan 
also contemplates an avenue through the 
tract on each side of the railroad, with 
palms and shade trees on each side, sup­ 
ported by a well sunk up near the hill 
where there is an abundance of water at 
from six to ten feet from the surface. 
David Bayles, who owns the east half 
of the same section, noting the success of 
Ernnest Schrader with his horticultural 
experience on a ten acre tract, about a 
half mile east of our town, has concluded 
to divide his 320 acres up into ten acre 
lots and improve it at once. 
The crop yield on the land sown to 
wheat by Messrs. Moore and Sutton, four 
miles northwest of here, has encouraged 
tlieBe gentlemen to subdivide a portion 
of their lands into small vineyards and 
fruit orchards for those who are in search 
of a small fruit farm at nominal first 
cost. 
Some gentlemen from the east have 
been figuring for a subdivision and town­ 
site in township 9 north and 1G west on 
the Santa Fe route to be called Aurora, 
but enough has not been done to locate 
the section on which the new* town is 
situated, or when it is to be started. 
The town of Fairm ount, situated in 
township 8 north, 15 west, started some 
six months since, is slowly but surely 
being improved and developed, and bids 
fair to soon rival the settlem ent at May­ 
nard and Palmdale on the south side of 
the valley. 
Lancaster, 
that 
for 
years strug­ 
gled 
along 
as 
a 
modest rail­ 
road 
station 
and 
jumping 
off 
place is getting to be a point of con­ 
siderable importance in the way of trade 
and as a shipping point for the products 
of the valley. 
The settlem ent and development of 
lands in this valley are as yet confined 
to the best lands some distance from the 
S. P. railroad. The soil for thirty miles 
west of the alkali belt is a soft, friable, 
chocolate-colored 
sandy 
loam, more 
easily cultivated and more productive 
than the rich adobe lands of the San 
Joaquin or Sacramento valleys. 
There are several instances in this 
section where the settler has got more 
for his crop this season than the first cost 
of the land and the expense of putting 
in and harvesting his crop. The charac­ 
ter of the soil is such that by cultivating 
it not only drains the moisture from a 
! 
;reat depth, but it holds it near the sur- 
ace, giving a vigorous backing to trees 
and vines as well as all kinds of agricul­ 
tural crops. 
Messrs. Adams, Bower, 
Col. Hotchkiss, Messrs. Bean, Eaton, 
W ittich, Frederiksen, Dearborn, Gam­ 
ble, Kirstic, Sutton, W orth, W ashburn, 
Crocker, Allen, Smith & Burns, Schmidt, 
DeBte, and several others have cleared 
from ten to 200 acres each on the north 
side of the valley this season, and will 
more than double the area of cultivated 
land the coming fall and winter. 
Bayles Brothers will clear and put in a 
section of land on the Kern county side 
of the valley this fall, besides the im ­ 
provements they will make in their sub­ 
divisions here. 
In addition to these improvements, 
Mr. Eaton will make very extensive im- 
E 
rovements some eighteen miles west of 
ere on the section where he is sinking 
an artesian well. E. L. Seorn, of your city 
is sinking an artesian well about a mile 


and a half north of Willow Springs, 
where he and a num ber of friends con­ 
tem plate extensive developments this 
fall. 


IMPORTANT MINERAL DISCOVERY. 
Wm. Frakes, who has been raising 
cattle for two years on the territory about 
Buckhorn Springs, some fourteen miles 
east of this place, has lately discovered 
the richest and most extensive Hoda de­ 
posit on the continent. 
This horizontal 
bed of soda is about four feet from the 
surface, as solid as a bed of quartz and 
nearly as hard to excavate. 
After blast­ 
ing some six feet in this inexhaustible 
bed of soda the various strata have im ­ 
proved until the nearly pure borate of 
soda makes the find exceedingly valua­ 
ble. 
Steps are now on foot for the or­ 
ganization of a joint stock company, who 
can furnish all the various products of 
the mine from the crude sulphate to the 
snowy crystals of the commercial borax, 
for less money than the war tariff’on this 
indispensible mineral. 
The location of 
this valuable find is seven miles from 
the Santa Fe road and fourteen miles 
east of the Southern Pacific. 
The soda 
can be loaded on the cars of the Santa 
Fe with profit at $5 50 per ton. 
Mr. Frakes also has a gold quartz mine 
some five miles south o f his place that 
prospecto from $20 to $00 per ton, by the 
ordinary milling process, and he is now 
about to organize a company to erect a 
mill and make his mine productive. 
The fine clay mine of Crandall & Ham­ 
ilton that has been worked for two years 
or more has interested the members of 
the pottery establishm ent at Larned, 
Kansas, and the prospect is now that the 
ledge will be opened in another place 
and a pottery established either here or 
at Los Angeles, where there is now a 
good m arket for firebrick, terra cotta and 
all the tarious kinds of goods made from 
a superior article of fine clay. 
A discoverv of a very extensive ledge 
of excellent building stone has lately 
been made in the Tehachepi range, near 
the Dearborn Ranch, hut will not be­ 
come available until the Santa Fe people 
get their road as far weet as Cottonwood 
Creek. A continuation of the great anti­ 
mony ledge, that is s; id to be the richest 
in the world, has bee. found in the south 
side of 
the Tehac epi range, about 
twelve miles from Wi low Springs. 
Sev­ 
eral mineral springs nave been found on 
the north side of tbo valley this year, 
that must eventually he developed and 
utilized in combination with the life 
giving atmosphere of Antelope Valley to 
prolong life and ease us down the steep 
grade where we are unable to reach the 
brake. 
Having a thorough knowledge 
of the reproductive capacity of the soils 
of this valley, and realizing the fact that 
enough land now unoccupied can he had 
all the way from Government price to 
$10 per acre to furnish profitable, healthy 
and pleasant homes for a larger popula­ 
tion than there is in Los Angeles county 
at the present tim e, it is a mystery to 
me that at least ten thousand of your 
hard working people do not come here 
while land is cheap and secure a home 
and be somebody instead of slaving 
themselves to death to make an uncer­ 
tain living for their families on daily 
wages. "We have room for thousands of 
people here, if they are willing to pull off 
their coats and go to work clearing brush 
and plowing land. 
If they are not able 
to buy land they get land to farm on 
shares on their own terms and can find a 
ready m arket for everything they raise. 
We want population to help us develop 
the country and w ill do all in our power 
to welcome those who come to stay.

$22,300,000 as against $10,371,000 for the 
corresponding period last year, an in­ 
crease of 42 per cent. The Pacific sys­ 
tem alone earned above 33 per cent, 
greater earnings for the first six months 
of this year than for the same time in 
1887 
In fact that system earned during 
the first six months of 
1888 within 
$1,7 50,000 of as much as was earned by 
the entire Southern Pacific for the same 
Eeriod last year. 
The Pennsylvania 
iailway showed the largest earnings of 
any road in the United States for 1887 or 
$40,845,000. 
Every indication shows 
that the Southern Pacific Company will 
this year run to within $5,000,000 of as 
much as the above figures. 
Speaking of the freight tonnage of the 
company for the first eix months of the 
present year Mr. Towno said that there 
was an increase on the Pacific system for 
that period of 63 per cent, over the eame 
period in 1887; of local tonnage more 
than 26 per cent.; of through passengers 
of 48 per cent, and of local passengers of 
23 per cent. 


Q u ic k T im e to S t. I .o u is . 
The Burlington system has just made 
a short line for itself into St. Louis by 
the obtaining of the road from St. Peters, 
Missouri. Hitherto the Chicago, Bur­ 
lington and Quincy has been paying a 
yearly rental of $150,000 to the Wabash 
for the use of its tracks and this ar­ 
rangement was far from satisfactory. 
This new route gives the chance for a 
big fight for the Colorado trade, as there 
is now a solid line from Kansas City to 
Denver, and faster time can be made 
than at present. The Burlington now 
has thirty passenger trains in and out of 
Kansas City daily.

Mozart, and Father Adam preached to a 
large gathering, his subject being the 
life and martyrdom of the virgin saint, 
lie described graphically the catacombs 
of Rome where the bones and relics of 
tho body were found. Such few facts as 
are known concerning the life of St. 
Vibiana 
were 
narrated, 
and 
a 
picture 
drawn 
of 
her 
death 
as 
martyr. 
At 
the 
age 
of 
eighteen this maiden had cheerfully laid 
down her life for her newly found faith. 
From such heroism and fidelity a lesson 
was drawn for the edification of those 
who were tempted to fall away from the 
church. The relics which are preserved 
of this maiden aud martyr were pre­ 
sented to the Bishop of California by the 
Pope soon after their discovery in 1853. 
The bones which were found in the 
grave in the catacombs appeared to be 
those of a girl of eighteen. Over the in­ 
scription were carved the symbols of 
martyrdom, a crown, a palm and a vial 
of blood. There these bones bad re­ 
posed for over fifteen centuries. They 
were encased in the wax figure which 
lies now on the gallery above the chan­ 
cel at the Cathedral and the relics which 
were gathered in the grave are preserved 
in vials.

Keep the Object In View. 
W hen the President’s tariff message was 
first given to the country Mr. Blaine 
m ade great haste in setting the key-note 
of the tune to which it was to be whistled 
down the wind of popular opinion. 
Mr. 
Blaine knew the note he struck was 
false as Cressid, but he thought the un­ 
trained ear of the masses would not be 
able to catch the discord. In this effort 
of the “ G reatest Statesm an,” he has been 
ably aided by the great army of smallest 
statesmen with which the party is so well 
supplied. “ Free Trade” has been yelled 
into the ears of every voter until he 
m ay well be tired of the sound. 
And on 
the part of the “ greatest statesm an” or 
of 
the 
army 
of 
smallest 
states­ 
men 
there 
has 
not 
been 
much 
attem pted beyond this bald, bold and 
unsupported howl, “ Free T rade!” Time 
and time again the logical proposition 
has been set forth that the Mills bill, 
which is the practical application of the 
Democratic policy, will leave an average 
duty of about forty-two per cent on im­ 
ports. It has been as cogently stated 
that Mr. A rthur’s commission on tariff 
revision proposed to reduce the import 
duties by an average of twenty per cent. 
Democratic writers have written and the 
orators of th at party have iosisted on the 
fact that the duties were abolished only 
on raw m aterial, and that the purpose 
of making those cheaper was to stim ulate 
industries and create a larger demand 
for labor. The same writer^ and orators 
have been instant, in season and out of 
season, in proclaiming that where the 
dnties were touched on manufactures 
in which we compete with foreign manu 
facturers it was only in the way of a 
moderate and conservative modification 
of the tariff; th at care was taken to se 
lect industries which were no longer in 
the infant Btate, but robust by reason of 
long protection. 
So it has been shown 
th at the tariff changes proposed by that 
statesm anlike, conservative and thought­ 
ful bill prepared by Mr. Mills, claimed to 
m ake the necessaries of life cheaper, and 
to throw more of the burdens of taxation 
on the rich and less of them on the wage- 
e&rners of the country. 
To all these 
propositions the “ greatest statesman 
has bawled Free Trade. 
The smallest 
statesmen have joined w ith one accord 
in the same false cry. There has been no 
attem pt to define Free Trade, none to 
show in w hat respect the Mills bill 
would 
come under 
such 
definition. 
The mere cry is all there has been at­ 
tem pted in the way of answer to any 
statement of facts or logic of reasoning. 
No! Not all! 
There has been coupled 
w ith this cry by the “ greatest states­ 
man” and by the whole arm y of smallest 
statesmen the claim that Free Trade 
most eventually rain oar country, that 


knows this, that the entire Democratic- 
party knows th is; but that the Presi­ 
dent and his 
party 
are 
in league 
with England to deliver over this Nation 
to that Em pire, to undo the effect of the 
Revolution, to make void the results of 
the war of 1812, to bind this Nation hand 
and foot in an industrial sense, and hand 
her over to Great Britain as a th ra ll! 
The charge is that Mr. Cleveland and the 
Democratic party do this knowingly and 
of malice prepense. 
Those who make these statem ents, 
who raise this cry, of course, do not be­ 
lieve what they say. 
Only a fool or a 
madman could really be so misled. 
But 
this is done for the sole purpose of 
throwing the Democratic press and the 
speakers of the party off their guard. 
It is done to lead us all away from the 
President’s message, away from the 
Mills bill, away from the traditions 
of our fathers in the Democratic party. 
The party has from the days of Jefferson 
been wide awake to the policy of lending 
protection to American industries a3 an 
incident to all tariff schedules. The 
Mills bill keeps that purpose in m ind at 
every step. The President’s message 
dem ands most emphatically th at this be 
borne in mind in the necessary readjust­ 
ment of the tariff which be dem anded. 
To reduce the surplus! That is w hat the 
ssage 
calls 
for! That 
is 
what 
the Mills bill aims a t! That is all there 
is in it! All taxation is a burden. Tax­ 
ation is at best an evil. It is justified 
only on the grounds of necessity. No 
fundamental law ever set up any claim 
that any government has the right to 
levy taxes beyond the necessities of the 
Government. Our present tariff sched­ 
ule imposes an unnecessary amount of 
taxation upon tÓe people. They are pay­ 
ing out of their pockets more money than 
the Government has any need for. 
The 
President sees this and dem ands relief 
for the people whose servant he is, for 
whose benefit he holds office. 
Let us 
not be called off from this by any cry of 
Free Trade. 
No trade theories, no doc­ 
trines of the books, no fine spun ideas of 
the doctrinaires cut any figure in this 
question. It is a plain, practical, every­ 
day matter. 
It is a discussion which the 
plainest man can grasp. The present 
schedule levies a tax of one cent a pound 
on 
salt. 
That 
tax 
may 
properly 
be 
remitted, for 
the 
reason 
that 
the Government will have funds enough 
without it. There is a tax of $2 a thous 
and on lumber. The Government can 
do without that. The consumer, every 
man in the land will find the burden of 
life less by snch remission of these un­ 
necessary taxes. Men may have cheaper 
shirts and cheaper coats by the revision 
of the tariff. The false cry of free trade, 
ruin to industry, the British Scaramouche, 
and all that, is raised by those who make 
and sell this salt, this lum ber and 
these shirts, It is the monopolist whom 
special legislation is enriching who pays 
the “ greatest statesm an” and the army 
of smallest statesmen to raise this false 
cry. But the ear of the people is attuned 
to the music. They catch the sound of 
the discord in this mendacious cry. They 
will vote for cheaper salt, for cheaper 
lumber, for cheaper shirts and cheaper 
coats. If the government is not in need 
of their hard won gains they will gladly 
keep their dollars where they will do 
most good to their rightful owners. 


In a Guide Sac. 
The Eastern exchanges, following the 
publication of the President’s message 
asking for legislative authority to enable 
him to make efficient retaliation upon 
Canada, come to us laden with the 
strongest endorsements of the document 
as one of the most vigorous, statesmanlike 
and 
American 
messages 
that ever 
emanated from the Executive office. 
W hen it reached the Senate, Edmunds 
and others betrayed a petulance which 
showed that the lightning had struck, 
and they were so far thrown from their 
usual poise as to treat the President with 
a tell-tale and unprecedented disrespect 
by adjourning before the usual tim e so 
that the document could not be read. 
The situation of the Republican Sena­ 
tors was, indeed, one which was calcu­ 
lated to make them feel uncomfortable. 
They had rejected the treaty for a mere 
partisan advantage. Having tried to 
make the country believe th a t it subor­ 
dinated America to British interests, they 
were willing to trifle with a great interna 
tional question in order to injure Cleve­ 
land. 
But now the tables were turned. 
Mr. 
Cleveland’s message placed them in the 
attitude to either give him the power he 
demanded to make retaliation effective, 
or to confess that they were insincere 
when they attacked the treaty and the 
administration upon pro-British grounds. 
Of course it was a trying position for 
Edmunds et al., and they wanted time 
to think out a course to meet the dilem ­ 
ma. 
But they have made their case no 
better by the flimsy defense they have 
since set up. They claimed that the 
President was fully armed with retalia­ 
tory power in the law passed in March,. 
1887, authorizing him to prohibit Cana­ 
dian fishing vessels from entering our 
ports. As those vessels are not in the 
habit of entering our ports the remedy 
amounted to nothing. The answer to 
their assertion that he had not exercised 
that prohibitory power was conclusive :

not 
have 
been 
politic 
to have made reprisals while a treaty to 
adjust an international dispute was un 
der consideration, even if cases for re­ 
prisals had in the meantime come up. 
A proper rule of comity would be to 
leave the question in »tatus quo until the 
treaty had been 
finally disposed of. 
Mr. Cleveland did so. 
He let the R e­ 
publican Senators make 
their party 
buncombe, and bided his time. 
But 
when his time came, he let the great ax 
fall in the shape of a message which has 
struck a responsive 
chord 
in every 
patriotic heart and confounded the petty 
tricksters who are trifling with the inter­ 
ests of the country in order to gain a 
party advantage.

The Prohibition party does not seem 
fated to die in its infancy.

Since 
the last Presidential election the vote of 
the party has doubled, having increased 
from 150,(120 in 1884 ro 294,8(33 in 1880. 
During the last four years the party has 
been organized in fourteen States: Ala­ 
bama. Arkansas. Delaware, 
Florida, 
Georgia, Maryland, Mississippi, Nevada, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennes­ 
see, Texas. Virginia and West Virginia, 
In only one State, Louisiana, is it unor­ 
ganized. The Prohibitionists show fig­ 
ures to prove that they held the balance 
of power in 1880 in fourteen States: Cali­ 
fornia, Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Indiana, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New’ York, 
Ohio, Oregon, West Virginia and W is­ 
consin. 
They expect their vote to he doubled 
again this fall. 
Most of the gains, they 
think, will come from the Republican 
party, because it is thought that thous­ 
ands of Republicans, who hoped that the

As will be observed, the small vote in 
1887 was due to the fact that there were 
Btate elections in only a few States. The 
two years between 1884 and 1886 show 
the actual ratio of increase in the Prohi­ 
bition vote. 
The action of the Republican Conven­ 
tion in adding to the platform the milk 
and water resolution advocating sobriety 
and platitudes on the restriction of the 
liquor traffic, has convinced the Prohibi­ 
tionists that they can never effect their 
purpose through the Republican party.

They passed a bill enti­ 
tled ‘An act to regulate the sale of intox­ 
icating and brewed liquors,’ while a part 
of the law provides methods to prohibit 
its sale under certain circumstances. 
The act is believed to be unconstitu­ 
tional.” 
“ Prohibitionists say that the Republi­ 
can Conventions of Pennsylvania, New 
York. Tennessee, Maryland, Illinois, 
New Jersey, New Hampshire, Missouri, 
Iowa and Minnesota, which weTe held 
this year, either juggled with the liquor 
question or ignored it.”—[N.Y. Commer­ 
cial Advertiser.

Fatal and Expensive Fire 
in Baltimore.

B a l t im o r e , September 2.—Early this 
morning fire broke out in the toy ware­ 
house of Price, Heagenberg & Co., 107 
South Sharp street. 
Before the firemen 
could get to work an explosion of fire­ 
works wrecked the building and caused 
the flames to spread to the drug house of 
J . H . W inkleman & Co., on tho north, 
and the h at house of M. S. Levy & Sons, 
on the south. 
Scarcely had the firemen 
entered the edifice occupied by the drug 
house when the inside of the building 
seemed to suddenly drop in ; a terrific 
explosion followed and the immense 
building collupsed. The entire fire de­ 
partm ent had by this tim e reached the 
Rcene and as the attention of the men was 
concentrated on 
the building under 
which their comrades were buried, the 
flames had a chance to spread with 
frightful rapidity. 
In a short time the 
entire block, running from Lombard to 
P ratt street, was a seething m ass of 
flames. 
At the drug house the firemen worked 
bravely. 
Holes were cut through the 
pavement and every effort was made to 
reach the imprisoned men, but the)’ 
were buried under a great m ass of brick 
and iron and fierce llames were roaring 
around the spot. 
Awful groans came 
from the pile, which seemed to make the 
working firemen put forth superhuman 
efforts, and after more than an hour’s 
work it became evident that some of the 
men were still alive and th at they were 
being roasted to death. John Kelly, of 
Truck 2, managed to crawl out from the 
rubbish and of the men who entered the 
building he was the only one to escape 
with his life. 
lie was cut and bruised, 
but his injuries are not serious. 
The names of the m en known to have 
been buried in the ruins a re : 
George 
Bowers, 
Thomas 
W agner, 
John 
A. 
Combs, and Perry Ryan, of No. 2 hook 
and ladder company, and H arry W alker, 
George Kerins and H iram McAfee, of 
No. 7 engine company. I t is certain that 
those men have lost their lives, and it 
may be that others were with them when 
the crash came. 
The firms that were burned out com­ 
pletely are: 
Wyles, Bruster 
& Co., 
wholesale shoe dealers; J. H. W inkle­ 
man & Co.. dru g s; Tabb Brothers A Dom­ 
inick, hardw are; Prior& C o., toys;M . S 
Levy & Sons, hats; H . 8. King A Sons, 
hardw are; Dobler, Mudge A Co., pap er; 
Hirshbeg, Hollander A Co., paints and 
glass. 
The row of buildings was one of 
the finest in the city, none of the ware­ 
houses being less than five stories high, 
nearly all of them having been recently 
erected. Among the buildings partially 
burned was the M atem ite on Lombard 
street, and its inm ates were removed 
only with great difficulty. The total loss 
will probably reach $1,500,000, and it is 
pretty well covered by insurance, most, 
of which is in small policies in out of 
town companies. 
SEARCHING FOR BODIES. 
The intense heat several times drove 
the firemen from tho building where the 
bodies of their unfortunate comrades 
were lying under tons of brick and iron, 
but they persisted in the search, and 
shortly after noon the first body, that of 
Wagner, was brought to light. Near the 
spot was the body of 
H arry W alk­ 
er, 
standing 
erect as 
if 
packed 
in. 
Near 
him 
was 
found 
what 
was left of George Bowers, but no other 
bodies were found until nearly 6 o’clock, 
when that of George Kerins was uncov­ 
ered. The bodies were terribly disfigured, 
the flesh being burned off in many 
places. 
The search is being continued 
to-night with the aid of electric lights. In 
the hardware store of Tabb Bros. A Dim- 
mock, there were stored large quantities 
of cartridges, and as they exploded sev­ 
eral men were slightly injured by flying 
bullets. 
At midnight the firemen are still at 
work searching for the bodies. I t is 
known that at least three are still in the 
ruins, but may not be recovered to-night 
as they are buried beneath the debris.

A Number of People Burned to 
Death In Wleconain.

was not turned on the fire until the en­ 
tire building was enveloped in a mass of 
flames. The scream s of the frantic men 
and women escaping from the burning 
building.some in only their night clothes, 
lent a horror to the scene. The fire was 
finally gotten under control and confined 
to the hotel. 
At least six persons 
were 
burned 
to 
d ea th ; 
perhaps 
more. Three bodies were taken out this 
afternoon. 
Only one was identified. 
Half a dozen m en appeared at the sec­ 
ond story windows, and three of them 
jumped to blankets spread for them in 
the street, the others falling back into 
the flames. One man carried the pros­ 
trate form of his bed fellow whom he 
was unable to arouse, out of the burning 
hotel and laid him down. The fellow 
suddenly realized the situation and with 
a wild yell rushed back into the fire. 
Several m en who were asleep in the 
second story are still unaccounted for, 
and it is pretty certain they perished. 


Lumber ffllll Destroyed. 
S a n ta C r u z , September 2.—Dougher­ 
ty’s large lum ber m ill, six and a half 
miles above Boulder creek, was totally 
destroyed by fire last night. The fire 
started under the large saws and in five 
minutes the entire building was in flames.

A T h r e a t e n e d ludían Outbreak. 
D en v er, September 2.—Major Charles 
Whitehead, special pension exam iner, 
arrived in Denver, and reports that when, 
he departed from Lander, Wyo., last 
Wednesday, there was considerable ex­ 
citement on account of an expected out­ 
break among tho Shoshone, Sioux and 
Arapahoe Indians at Washakie, on the 
Shoshone reservation. The hostility of 
the Indians is attributed to their appre­ 
hension that the Government intends to 
remove them to the Indian Territory forci­ 
bly, if they do not consent to the terms 
of the present negotiations. Agent Jones 
has called for military assistance, and 
ordered the garrison at Fort Washakie to 
prepare for an attack. 
The settlers are 
also making preparations for defense. 


Two Ladllft Frightful Fall. 
Downievillk, 
Cal., September 2.— 
Miss Annie Webster and Miss Annie 
Owens, while going to a funeral at Good­ 
year’s Bar, to-day, with a single horse 
and buggy, were thrown over the grade 
near here, falling about sixty feet almost 
perpendicularly into the river. 
Miss 
Owen was not seriously hurt, hut Miss 
Webster had her skull broken so that 
the brains oozed out. 
Slie was rescued 
from the river by a traveler who was 
passing and taken to her home, but little 
hopes are entertained of her recovery. 


A DlN tresN lug T r a g e d y . 
Cincinnati, September 2.—A most dis­ 
tressing tragedy was discovered last night 
at Delhi, a few miles from Cincinnati. It 
was discovered by Mr. Steinlee, of Delhi, 
that his wife and two children, who had 
been missing since Tuesday last, had 
been drowned, and Mr. Steinlee’s grief is 
the more intense because it is believed 
the m other, in a fit of insanity, had drag­ 
ged the children into the river with her. 
The children were a girl and boy, nine 
and ten years old. The three bodies 
were recovered yesterday and identified.

The Council With the Crow 
Creek Indians. 


NATIVE ELOQUENCE UNCORKED, 


Political and Other News—Thurm an 
W ill Speak in New Jersey. 
Foreign Flashes. 


¡Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald. 


S t. P a u l , SepteirLer 2.—The Crow 
Creek Indians did not hold a Council 
Friday night, says a 
Pioneer 
Press 
special, but spent the evening on a still 
hunt for votes against the treaty. The 
opposition here mostly comes from a few 
Indians who have acquired considerable 
live stock and fear their grazing grounds 
will be curtailed if the treaty is made. 
The Commissioners devoted the day to 
personal interviews with the leaders of 
the opposition. 
Chairman P ratt has 
been presented a brief by the Indians, 
asking remuneration 
for seventy-five 
acres of land the Northwestern road took 
for its Pierre extension, and for the 
transfer of a num ber of this tribe from 
Standing Rock back to Crow Creek. He 
informed Chief White Ghost that he 
would subm it these requests to the Gov­ 
ernm ent at once, at which the chief ex­ 
pressed great satisfaction, as did the 
other Indians. A favorable decision on 
these two points will greatly promote the 
ratification of the treaty here. 


SATURDAY NIGHT’S COUNCIL. 
The Council yesterday evening was an 
exciting one, and finally 
resulted in 
securing nearly one hundred signatures, 
The Council was called at a late hour, 
and Chief W hite Ghost was the first 
speaker. He dodged the real question, 
and devoted some time to old questions 
and old complaints. He was followed by 
several other chiefs, who followed the 
lead of W hite Ghost. Judge W right then 
made an eloquent anpeal to the Indians 
to take advantage of this act and secure 
an undisputed title to the land. The In­ 
dians had made a request that a large 
num ber of Indians at Standing Rock be 
moved 
upon 
this 
reservation, but 
when 
the 
question 
of 
signing 
was 
raised, 
they 
at 
once 
set 
up a plea that they had no land to sell, 
th at they need it for the rising genera­ 
tions. Judge W right asked why they 
wanted those people to come down here 
if they were short of land, and stated 
th at it looked as though the Indians 
were not playing an open game. Major 
Anderson informed the Indians th at the 
tim e for signing had arrived as a num ­ 
ber were anxious to sign and return to 
their homes, and he could no longer 
hold them back. W hite Ghost sprang 
to his feet and declared that he was 
not ready to sign and would not do so. 
He was followed by a number of other 
chiefs, who made similar declarations. 
T IIE 8EN8ATI0N OF TH E DAY. 
The real sensation of the day came 
when Bowed Head, an Indian, delivered 
the 
following 
urgent appeal to the 
In d ian s: 
I am on a dilferent path from 
some of the rest of you. I am not one of 
the chiefs sitting there, but I am a mem­ 
ber of the tribe, and I want to make a 
lead for the children. I am not afraid of 
you because you are men. The only 
m an I am afraid cf is God, in whom I be­ 
lieve. 
W hile on this earth if there is 
any salvation to save souls, I want to 
save th e young generations of 
this 
tribe. 
You 
chiefs have spoken of 
our 
forefathers 
and 
their 
graves 
upon the hill. 
W hat did they do for us ? 
They left behind them an old campfire 
where even now the grass does not 
grow, and the old buffalo bones that we 
can see on th at prairie; th at is all that is 
left of their work. 
Young men, do you 
wish your children to go in this way ? 
You, chiefs, my brothers, my co u bíd s, 
m y relatives, I pray you have mercy on 
the young people who are beginning life 
and have no piopeity to start with. 
Come forward, you chief, and set us an 
exam ple. We are waiting for you be­ 
cause you are chief, but if yon do not 
come forward, wo will go forward regard­ 
less of you. 
A YOUNG MAN’S EXAMPLE. 
A young Indian by the name of W il­ 
liam s said in the presence of older men 
he uncovered his nead. 
He then made 
the most telling and effective speech that 
had yet been delivered by the Indians, 
calling on the Indians, if they loved 
their children and wished them to be­ 
come educated and made happy and 
prosperous, to come forward and sign 
the paper, and then walked bravely up to 
th e table and, regardless ot threats, 
placed his name upon the bills. 
At this 
action the entire mass of Indians sprang 
to their feet, and for a moment fearful 
silence prevailed. Then the friends of 
th e bill, including two chiefs, gathered 
about the table, and those opposed, see­ 
ing the folly of interference, quietly and 
individually withdrew from the council. 
About sixty names were enrolled at the 
council, and about thirty more later on 
a t the rooms of the Commissioners.

to secure the presence of Judge Thurman 
at a proposed masB meeting at Newark 
following that announced for Madison 
Square, New York, Tnursday night. He 
set forth the im portance of his address­ 
ing a meeting in New Jersey, and after 
consultation as to the details he agreed 
to go. 
The delegations were highly 
elated over their success, and left for 
home this evening.

BRONCHITIS. 


A cute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucous Mem­ 
brane lining the B ronchial Tubes, and is one of 
th e most com m on of all th e pnlm onary dis­ 
eases. It is a dangerous disease, as It prevents 
the oxygenation ot th e blood, and in m any 
cases, particularly after it passes into the 
chronic stage, th e substance of th e lungs be­ 
com es seriously Involved, giving rise to what 
Is very properly called Bronchial Consumption.

The patient in 
some cases Is obliged to tit up in bed, the op­ 
pression across the ch est 1b so great, and the 
skiu is clnm m y and prostration rapidly tets in, 
and in fatal cases th ere w ill be m uttering de­ 
lirium , coma and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic B ronchitis Is rIbo an inflam m ation of 
th e m ucous m em brane of bronchial tubes. B ut 
this form m ore often occurs later in life. W hen 
a cold settles on th e lungs the diaeace either 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If it ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in the 
chest, and still the patien t does not feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feels tired and languid, and is in ­ 
capable of taking his usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, with 
m ore or less w arm th in the palm s of his hands. 
Soon after this a congh appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick muens, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss of flesh and strength, and 
night sweats continue, when the patient as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption. B ut this is sim ply catarrh 
of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In the latter stages of the disease the m ucous 
m em brane of the larg er bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e sm aller tubes and air cells of the 
lungs th e m ncoua m em brane becomes con­ 
gested an d inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles In th e lungs, but m erely a wasting 
away of th e larger bronchial tubeB, and death 
takes place from obstruction of the bronchial 
tubes and air cells of th e lungs. The patient 
dies from exhaustion and suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate th e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates In the passage leading to th e luugs, 
w hich in some crsob is sticky and Bmall in 
m antity, b u t m ore com m ouly copious, of a 
lght straw or yellowish green.

M r. B laine, w hen S ecretary of 8tate, 
gave to th e public one very good reason, 
in addition to th e superior n a tu ral a d ­ 
vantages of th e g reat R epublic an d th e 
greater dem and for labor h ere, w hy 
wages a re h ig h er in th e U nited S tates 
th a n in th e Old W orld. 
S ecretary B laine m ade a “ R eport on 
th e Cotton-G oods T rade of th e W o rld ,” 
based upon th e reports of our C onsuls 
abroad. 
In th is report M r. B laine sets 
forth th a t “ th e hours of labor in th e L an ­ 
cash ire (E ngland) m ills are fifty-six, in 
th e M assachusetts m ills sixty hours per 
w eek ,” w hile “ in m ills in th e o th er New 
E n g lan d States, w here th e w ages are 
generally less th an in M assachusetts, th e 
h ours of labor are usually sixty-six to 
six ty -n in e per w eek.” 
F or these longer 
hours th e A m erican m ale o peratives, ac­ 
cording to M r. B laine, received o n an 
average $8.30, w hile th e E nglish w ork­ 
m en received, according to Consul Shaw , 
“ about $8.” 
' U pon th e general subject M r. B laine 
s a id : 
U ndoubtedly th e inequalities iu th e 
wages of E nglish an d A m erican opera­ 
tives are m ofe than equalized by th e 
greater efficiency o f the latter an d theii 
longer hours o f labor. 
If th is should 
prove to be a fact in practice, as it seem s 
to be proven from official statistics, it 
would be a very im p o rtan t elem en t in 
th e estab lish m en t of o u r ab ility to com ­ 
pete w ith E ngland for o u r sh a re of th e 
cotton-goods trad e of th e w orld. 
In su p p o rt of th is claim M r. B laine 
further says in th e sam e r e p o rt: 
From these retu rn s it is seen th a t every 
A m erican spindle consum es 66 pounds of 
raw cotton, w hile each B ritish spindle 
consum es only 32 pounds, or less th an 
one-half th e A m erican consum ption per 
spindle. 
It th u s ap p ears 
th a t each 
A m erican operative w orks up as m uch 
raw m aterial as tw o B ritish operatives, 
tu rn s o ut nearly $1.50 w orth of m anufac­ 
tures to th e B ritish operatives $1 w orth, 
an d even in piece goods, w here th e su p e­ 
rior qu ality an d w eight of th e A m erican 
goods are so m ark ed , th e A m erican oper­ 
ative turned out 275 y ard s to 250 y ards 
by th e B ritish operative. 
W hat is tru e of th e cotton in d u stry is 
even m ore tru e of th e others. T he A m er­ 
ican bootm aker, as proved by th e records 
of a paten ted A m erican m achine, does 53 
p er cent, m ore w ork w ith th e m achine 
th a n an E nglish o p erative. 
Secretary 
E v arts, in one his reports, su stain ed Mr. 
B lain e’s conclusions, saying th a t “ th e 
average w orkm an perform s from one- 
half to tw ice as m uch w ork in a given 
tim e as th e average J)uropean w ork­ 
m a n .”
